DESTRUCTION BY FIRE OF THE 
SOLWAY STEAMER. 


. We have now to illustrate one of those disasters of 
the sea, which are among the most terrible catas- 
trophes that can happen. At ten o'clock on Wednes- 
day night, Nov. 16,

put into Kingstown Harbour, in flames. Sheis the 
property of Messrs. Sloane and Co., of Glasgow. It 
appears that the ship, which is a steamer of 400 tons, 
left Belfast at half-past four o'clock on the Tuesday 
afternoon, having put in there on her voyage from 
| Glasgow. All went on well until six o'clock on the 


Wednesday morning, when the ship was about twenty 
| miles from Rockabill, off Skerries. A barrel of 
naphtha oil then burst on the fore main deck. The 
| oil ran along the deck to the steerage, where it came 
|in contact with a fire, and in another moment the 

vessel was in flames, themast and fore main deck burn 

ing fiercely. A violent storm was raging at the time, 
thus adding to the horrors of the situation, and to 
| the difficulty of coping with it.

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Six of the passengers who were on the steerage 


Zeck at the time of the explosion were literally 
enveloped by the flames, and before the unfortunate 


. people could escape from the fire which surrounded 


them, their shrieks of terror and screams of agony 
were silenced ina terrible death. The rest of th® 
passengers and crew, some fearfully burned, fled to 
the stern of the vessel. Five persons left the steamer 
in a small boat, namely—Wm. H. Fry, second mate, 
son of the captain; Henry Hall, Roderick Maclean, 
and Charles Cole, sailors; and a passenger named 
Parkhouse, a shopkeeper carrying on business at 
Glasgow. 


THE STORY OF CAPTAIN FRY 


gives the most succinct account of the calamity. The 
master of the Solway deposed at the inguest that he 
left Belfast on the 'Tuesday evening, when the wind 
was blowing very fresh. It continued so all night, 
accompanied by heavy rain, until the Wednesday 
morning. At about five o'clocE in the morning the 
mate called him up on deck and said something had 
gone wrong with the steerage gear, and that the 
vessel would not answer the helm. He (witness) 
immediately ordered up the second watch, and got 
lights to discover the defect. ‘They had three kinds 
of steering gear on board for different modes of 
steering. The vessel was a fore and aft sch i 
They had a mainsail on the mizen, but it was n0 
good. ‘The mate told him what was wrong, and he 
tried to get the other steering gear on, but could not 
move the helm, and on examination found that the 
chain got jammed in the quadrant between the 
deck, and consequently could not act. The vessel 
then rolled very heavily, and soon after the mate 
reported to him that the ship was on fire. Witness 
asked him to inform the passengers of the fact. 

The forward part of the ship was almost imme- 
diately afterwards on fire—in fact, in a blaze of light. 
He jumped down at once, and succeeded in closing 
the galley door. The ship had on board a general 
cargo. He could not name the items in it, bs ee 
ofit he knew to be paraffin oil, and it was stored on. 
deck in the usual way. He was not aware that there 
was any law against carrying it in that way. While 
they were trying to fix the second gearing there was.

THE PROSPECTS OF THE MIDDLEMEN 
in Ireland at present are anything but bright; the 
future looks still more gloomy; and it is only justice 
to say that the evils brought upon the country by 
this class are now recoiling tenfold on their own 
heads. The middleman comes between the land- 
lord and the working tenant. He holds the land on 
lease from the head landlord at a rental which may . 
be safely assumed to be its fair, if not its highest, 
value. He then sub-lets to the unfortunate tenant 
at a rent which realises a very large percentage on 
the investment, and leaves the tenant to rr sweat and 
groan," and live a life inferior to the very beast of 
the field, so as to let the landlord and the middleman 
live in luxurious indolence. The land and the 
tenant are thus unjustly handicapped. The land 
should, therefore, realise three profits—the land- 
lord’s, the middleman’s, and, by right, the tenant’s ; 
but the first two sweep away any chance of the 
tenant’s gain. Hitherto the tenant farmer of 
Ireland lived not for himself and his children, but 
laboured and died for the landlord and the middle- 
man. 

BY THE LAND ACT 

this latter class—and a very numerous one it is— 
must eventually be swept away. For, from a very 
moderate estimate, the rentals of Ireland will be 
reduced at the very least some 20 per cent, and, as very 
few of the middlemen can screw a profit of over 20 
per cent out of their unfostunate tenants, the middle- 
man’s interest in his leaxchold must in the not 
distant future become nil, anl the middleman him- 
self a rara avis in the country. This consequence of 
the Land Bill will be a lasting benefit to the country. 
'The privileges of a few should never be to the pre- 
judice of the many; and the entire abolition of such 
a cluss is a fine

THE HORNSEY MYSTERY. 


On Saturday inquests were held by Sir John 
Humphreys and Dr. Danford Thomas, on the hodies 
of Katherine Fitzpatrick and her two little children, 
Kate and Sarah, who were found dead in the New 
River. Verdicts of “Found drowned” were re- 
turned in the cases of the mother and the child Kate, 
and one of “ Wilful murder” against the mother in 
the case of Sarah, the second child. The jury 
expressed an opinion that the woman had committed 
the deed while she was of unsound mind.

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THE FEMALE SCHOOL OF ART, 


The annual exhibition of the works of the students 
of the school at Queen-square, Bloomsbury, was 
opened to private view on Saturday last, and the 
rooms were visited by a large number of persons 
interested in the welfare and conduct of the school. 
It is most satisfactory to be able to congratulate the 
superintendent, Miss Gann, who has for so many 
years directed the studies, and the committee of 


management, who are entirely independent of the 
Government schools at South Kensington, upon the 
well-maintained position of this representative centre 
of art-education for women. The present exhibition 
is decidedly in advance of any that has been given, 
and on comparison with the national exhibition of 
all the schools representing the work of students of 


standard of excellence in all branches, except archi- 
tecture, sculpture, and mechanical drawing, quite 
equal to any reached by the male students. It is 
remarkable that the anatomical studies of the muscles 
and of the skeleton in the position of life and 
action—as, for example, in the well-known statue of 
the Discobolus of Myron and that of Naucydes—are 
superior to any studies of the kind done by the male 
students. 

This most creditable and invaluably useful study 
is exemplified in the work of Miss C. M. Wood, who 
takes one of the third grade National prizes. Out 
of the 150 Queen-square students no fewer than 
ninety have taken National awards, and this number 
of prizes fell to forty-eight different students. Three 
National silver medals were won in the general com- 
petition of the schools by young ladies of this 
school—Miss Florence Reason, for a chalk drawing 
of the ‘‘ Fighting Gladiator ;’’ Miss Ethel C. Nisbet,

LANCASTER PUBLIC SPIRIT. 


A special meeting of the Lancaster Town Council 
wns held last Monday to receive a communication 
from Mr. James Wiliamson, Ryelands, Lancaster, 
handing over a public park forthe use of the town. 
The late Alderman Williamson, of Parkfield, Lan- 
caster, undertook to expend £10,000 in forming a 
part of Lancaster Moor into a park, and in providing 
a maintenance fund, but he died before anything had 
been done to carry out his generous intention.
